When the sun is an hour above the west- 
ern rim, long horizontal banners color the 
sky.

As the sun drops close the color in he sky 
deepens.

For. fleeting moment the counrtyside is 
starkly illumined in brilliant light. The 
hardwoods on westerly ridges are slender 
silhouettes; trees along the valley river are 
clearl yetched stitching; zig-zag rail fences 
the snow.

When the Democratic. National 
Convention met at Chicago on 
August 29, 1864, to nominate a 
candidate to oppose President 
Lincoln the name of General 
Willlam, T. Sherman was men- 
tioned as a possibility. General 
Georgia heard, 
Sherman, then campaigning in 
Georgia, heard about it and wrote 
to General Henry W. Halleck, 
chief of staff in Washington: 
“Some fool seems to have used 
my name, If forced to choose be- 
tween the penitentiary and the 
White House for four years, I 
would say the penitentiary, 
thank you.” 
In 1884 Sherman, who had re- 
tired in 1883 as the General of 
the Army and who was living in 
St. Louis, was boomed for the 
Republican nomination. for the 
Presidency, The leading candl- 
dates were James G. Blaine, Pres- 
ident_Chester A. Arthur and the 
General's brother, John Sherman. 
On May 25, 1884, General Sher- 
man wrote to Blaine: 
- “I will not in any-event enter- 
tain or accept the nomination as 
candidate for President by the 
peseton 1 convention’ or any other 
convention . . .

Vancouver, —(CP)— The vet- 
eran hostel in the old Hotel Van-| 
couver here has lost only $432‘in 
bad rents during the two years of 
operation, Hon. HH. Stevens, 
president of the Citizens’ Rehabll- 
tation Council, informed the an- 
nual meeting. 

“We.have handled collections 
totalling $250,000,” he said, “and 
there is not a business in the city 
operating at such a small loss.

Some for example receive 
$22 to $30 a year"for each home, 
ranging in size from four to six 
rooms. Rent for these homes, 
paid to the Dominion, {s from 
$24 to $30 a month. 

As long as the wartime agree- 
ments remain in effect the only 
way the municipality can get 
more money is to arrange with 
the Dominion to raise the rents. 

In any agreements being sign- 
ed this year the grants are con- 
siderably higher, due mainly to 
higher construction costs and 
thus higher rents. 

The rents are from $29 to $38 
for four to six-room houses. The 
annual grants are $70, $75 and 
$80 yearly, more: than three 
times as much as under wartime 
agreements,
